Guertin said she 
believes that any ani¬ 
mal that bites a person 
should be confined auto¬ 
matically by officials, 
and that it shouldn’t be 
left to the owner's dis¬ 
cretion on what to do 
with the animal. 

“This has to be taken 


seriously. There’s no 
accountability here. 
(The dog) was so vicious 
from the day he got it," 
she said. “Our main 
objective to this is to be 
accountable for actions. 
That could have easily 
been a child.” 

Sutherland said he 
believes the town’s 
bylaw worked as intend¬ 
ed. When asked if he 
believed that the bylaw 
should be amended in 
light of this incident, 
he disagreed, saying in 
instances such as this, 
bylaws are reactive to 
any situation. 

“They’re designed to 
penalize an owner for 
allowing an action, but 
the idea is to hopefully 
prevent that action in 
the future ... and I don’t 
see how making changes 
to the bylaw could have 
prevented the situation," 
he said. “You would hope 
the (owners) would take 
care and responsibility 
because it’s the respon¬ 
sible thing to do. Not 
necessarily because it’s 
an offence of the bylaw." 

Guertin said while 
she forgives Boyda, she 
would still like him to 
take responsibility for 
what happened. 

“1 forgive the owner 
but I need him to take 


responsibility before we 
can ever become friends 
again, if we ever can,” 
she said, her voice crack¬ 
ing with emotion. “He’s 
got to make it right.” 

Guertin added she 
still has “nightmares” 
about the incident. As 
a result of the incident, 
Guertin said she believes 
the bylaw should be 
changed so that a dog 
should be automatically 
impounded if it attacks 
a person. 

Dr. Judy MacDonald, 
the medical officer of 
health for the Calgary 
zone of Alberta Health 
Services, said medical 
officials get involved if 
a person who has been 
exposed to an animal 
bite or saliva presents 
themselves to a physi¬ 
cian for treatment. 
Medical professionals 
first inquire if the victim 
is up to date with their 
tetanus immunizations, 
then follow up with the 
victim on the details of 
the incident. 

“That helps us to deter¬ 
mine if that animal was 
behaving in a normal 
way for that animal or 
not," she said. 

If the animal is domes¬ 
ticated, the owner is 
then contacted to see 
when the animal had its 


last rabies vaccination. 
That information is then 
confirmed with the vet¬ 
erinary clinic where the 
animal was last treated. 

“The best way that 
we know that there’s no 
risk for rabies to that 
person that was bitten 
Ls that that (animal) be 
confined and observed 
for 10 days following the 
bite," MacDonald said, 
adding that in confining 
the animal, they are not 
allowed to be outside 
of a confined spaced, 
except to be leashed and 
controlled by the owner. 

The animal is then 
observed for signs of 
illness because if the 
animal has rabies, 
MacDonald said it would 
show signs of illness 
within 10 days of the 
incident with the victim. 
If the animal has a con¬ 
firmed case of rabies, the 
owner would be required 
to do further steps. 

“We would ask (the 
owner) to call us and 
call their vet for further 
assessment if the animal 
gets sick. But most of 
the time, because we 
... haven’t had rabies in 
a dog for many, many, 
many decades here, the 
animal stays healthy 
and then we know, OK, 
there’s no risk of rabies 


virus," she said. 

MacDonald said if an 
owner wants to eutha¬ 
nize an animal, health 
authorities want to dis¬ 
cuss that with a veteri¬ 
narian prior to the veteri¬ 
narian carrying out the 
owner’s wish so that the 
animal can be confined, 
observed and disease 
ruled out before the ani¬ 
mal is euthanized. 

“If they want to eutha¬ 
nize, we try to get them to 
hold off on tliat until we’ve 
got that 10 days after the 
bite occurred so that we 
know for sure whether 
there’s a risk for rabies. 
After that 10 days, if the 
owner wants to euthanize, 
we don’t have any con¬ 
cerns about that," she said. 

In some cases, if ani¬ 
mals can’t be safely 
confined, health authori¬ 
ties and the vet may 
come to an agreement 
that the animal may be 
euthanized before the 
10-day period. In that 
case, tissue samples of 
the animal will be tested. 
MacDonald added that 
any actions taken regard¬ 
ing animal behaviour are 
decided by municipal 
officials and not by AHS. 

Attempts by the 
Rrtnnr to contact Boyda 
regarding this incident 
were not successful. 


Restaurant could face shortage of workers

The suspension of the 
Temporary Foreign Worker 
program is leaving at least one 
lestaurant in Didsbury in Umbo, 
says one local developer. 

James Carpenter, who is a 
landlord ai Reimer Plaza, told 


councillors on May 13 that he 
thinks the program will be can- 
celh-d. He said that could have a 
negative efft'ct on the promised 
Tim Hortons, which wants to 
bring 45 employees to the loca¬ 
tion that has yet to open. 

Carpenter said, however, 
that if the program is can¬ 
celled, it could lead to more 


local employment and an 
increase in wages paid to res¬ 
taurant workers. If the pro¬ 
gram were cancelled, it could 
have a ripple effect through 
the community and not just 
the restaurant industry, 
Carpenter said. 

“We think we're going to 
meet the (employment) needs 


in the community," he told 
councillors about the coffee 
and doughnut shop. “I think 
we’re going to see an uptick 
(in wages)." 

Carpenter asked council¬ 
lors to support a recommen¬ 
dation for town administra¬ 
tion to write a letter to the 
federal government asking 


for the reinstatement of the 
TFW program in the restau¬ 
rant industry. Council agreed 
to the request. 

The federal government 
suspended the TFW in April 
as it applies to the restaurant 
industry after several abuses 
of the program were brought 
to light.

Council approves 
10th Street improvements

way on 10th Street from 
Highway 582 to Rosebud 
Bay to provide a tempo¬ 
rary hard surface. 

In a briefing note 
to councillors, Karen 
Henry, the town’s man¬ 
ager of planning and 
infrastructure, said 
rather than give the 
area a permanent hard 
surface that would have 
to be dug up when util¬ 
ity lines are installed, 
the town wants to give 
residents a temporary 
hard surface. 

There are currently 
more than 100 homes in 
the Valarosa area, not 
counting Rosebud Bay, 
which is farther nort h. 

“We want to bring 
the road right up to 
(Rosebud Bay) as well. 


With over 100 homes 
(Valarosa) is due for a 
hard surface,” Henry 
said in an interview. 

Henry estimates seal 
coating the roadway and 
installing a streetlight 
near the intersection of 
10th Street and Highway 
582 will cost less than 
$100,000. She also asked 
council to approve any 
surplus from that proj¬ 
ect (the town originally 
budgeted $120,000 for 
the project through 
the Basic Municipal 
Transportation Grant) 
to be directed to install¬ 
ing additional concrete 
swales in the roadway 
to mitigate water flow 
front damaging the road¬ 
way. Council granted the 
request. 


Town council 
approved a series of 
improvements to take 
place later this year 
on 10th Street from 
Highway 582 to Valarosa 
Drive and Rosebud Bay. 
The decision was made 
at council’s May 13 meet¬ 
ing. 

Since construction 
started on Valarosa Drive 
more than a decade ago, 
the area still does not 
have a hard road sur¬ 
face. But since much 
of the area is still unde¬ 
veloped, and the town 
plans to install water 
and sewer lines at a later 
date, the town will seal 
coat 475 metres of road¬

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Local collector gives extensive model car collection to museum

What started out as a 
way to remember vehi¬ 
cles he had once driven 
turned into a collection 
of 112 model vehicles for 
one local senior. 

Alim Little turned over 
his complete collec¬ 
tion of vehicles to the 
Didsbury museum in the 
autumn of 2013 as a way 
of allowing the commu¬ 
nity to share in his pas¬ 
sion for collecting model 
vehicles. After it was 
catalogued by museum 
staff, the collection was 
put on display in early 
March. 

The entire collection 
started by happenstance. 


Little, 81, saw an 
advertisement on televi¬ 
sion about 10 years ago 
talking about a model 
1948 Ford truck that was 
for sale. But the 1948 
Ford came as a pair with 
a 1956 Ford truck. 

“What I really wanted 
was the ’48 Ford but 
(they came) as a pair. 
(The '48 Ford brought) 
back memories. I could 
remember when all these 
first came on the market 
and so 1 said ‘yes. I’d like 
to have the whole col¬ 
lection’,” he said, adding 
he drove two or three of 
the actual vehicles repre¬ 
sented by cars he had in 
his collection. 

After he bought the 
first two Ford trucks, 


23 more vintage Ford 
trucks came, about 
one per month. After 
he had the entire col¬ 
lection, he started buy¬ 
ing the Ford car col¬ 
lection, then the Chevy 
truck collection and 
other vehicles such as 
Mercedes, Studebakers 
;md Nashes. The cars go 
from 1903 to about 1965. 
Each of the cars comes 
with a card describing 
the vehicle, much like a 
sports memorabilia card. 

About three years ago, 
Little said he started 
thinking it was a good 
tune to stop collecting. 

“The supplier was 
still in business when I 
stopped. But then it was 
only a matter of less than 


a year (after) they were 
out of business, too," he 
said. 

Some of the vehicles 
are on a 1/32 scale, 
meaning the models are 
32 times smaller than 
the comparable vehicles 
people would drive, 
while others in the col¬ 
lection are 1/18 scale. 

Little said his decision 
to donate the collection to 
tire museum was motivat¬ 
ed by allowing others who 
might have an interest in 
seeing the cars to have 
access to the collection. 

“I’d never been in the 
(museum) before, so I 
took a walk over here 
and I talked to these 
ladies over here and 1 
told them what 1 had and 


they were very interest¬ 
ed," he said. 

After inviting archivist 
Joyce Gerbrandt and 
president Frankie Kelly 
to his home to view the 
display he had, they 
agreed to take it. 

“He came to us and he 
was looking for a home 
for it. We just thought 
it would be a wonderful 


addition to our collec¬ 
tion,” said Joanne Pope, 
the museum’s manager. 

Little said he’s glad to 
turn the collection over 
to the museum so that 
more people can see it. 

“I’m glad I found ... a 
place to put it so that if 
somebody wants to see 
what it’s like they can 
come here," he said.

really underrated," Kemp 
said.
